List of the Charges. 

The list of accusations against the five men 
is similar to those made against the seven 
commanding officers of the west and north 
sides, brought in the two former series of 
charges. Inspector Wheeler and bie eubor- 
dinates are accused of neglect of duty and 
inefficiency in their administration of police 
affairs in the south side levee district. The 
eight specific charges include the following:

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NEWYORKERS HUG 
THE GRIZZLY BEAR 


Eccentric Dance Star Number 
of Cotillon Attended by 
Four Hundred. 


0. K. IF NOT OVERPLAYED. 


— — 


New York, Dec. 7.— [Special. Can you 
dance the grizzly bear? 

If you can't you must realize that thereisa 
serious defect In youreducation. Because, in 
society, polite and otherwise, the grizzly bear 
is making the turkey trot look as prim and 
old fashioned as a square dance. 

The other night the first junior cotillon took 
place at Sherry’s, but the manner of its hap- 
pening was Hamlet with Hamlet left out. 
For no cotillon was danced because of the 
almost universal desire of the younger set to 
Gance the grizzly bear. 

To de sure Mayor Fitzgerald of Boston re- 
cently announced that if the griazly bear were 
danced in any of the halls of that city it would 
be sufficient warrant for a revocation of the 
licénae of the place in which it was allowed. 

However, Mayor Fitzgerald's words are 
flung in his teeth by no less a person than 
Alviene, Frank Gould's old dancing master, 
and the instructor of many young men and 
women in the four hundred. Alviene declares 
the grizzly bear is a perfectly nice, tuneful, 
enjoyable dance, only like other good things, 
it may be abused. 

Delightful in Its Correct Form. 

“In its correct form it is quite simple and 
delightful,’’ he explained. It begina with 
one two step measure, danced to one side, 
and a second two step measure danced to the 
other. Then, clasped with uplifted hands, 
the dancers take four half time steps In a 
circle. It is this move of the dance which is 
its distinguishing feature and from which 
the name was derived, for the motion com- 
bined with the uplifted arms reminds one of 
the pictures of a grizzly bear rearing up and 
advancing to meet its enemy. After the 
halt time steps the two step measures foliow 
again, and then the grizzly bear motion Is re- 
peated. 

‘‘ Personally I do not think the dance par- 
ticularly pretty or graceful. But, like the 
Boston and other recent favorites, it lends it- 
self to freedom of movement and a certain 
romping tendency common among young 
people. However, when it is properly danced, 
there is nothing offensive to modesty.’ 


Admits Unseemly Possibilities, 

But there are plenty of unseemly possibili- 
ties in the grizzly bear, improperly danced, 
and Alviene is quick to admit that. 

“In certain circles even the name is not 
understood,” he declared. It is thought to 
mean that the dancers must stand extraordi- 
narily close together, in imitation of the 
grizzly bear hug. That is why spectators 
have sometimes asserted that it resembled a 
hugging match. In this undignified and im- 
proper position the man extends his arms 
straightforward, resting each band under 
the girl's arms. The girl puts her arms di- 
rectly around the shoulders of the man, and 
they are as close together as they can be 
and move. 


Most Offensive Feature of Dance. 

“ But the most offensive feature ever seen 
in the grizzly bear dance consists of the body 
movements. These made up the real reason 
the turkey trot was so severely condemned, 
and they have been transferred without pal 
Uation to the new dance. They include a 
sidewise swaying motion of the bipe and a 
thrusting forward of torso or abdomen be- 
yond the normal position. 

* Needless to say. all these motions are 
not only ugly, but offensive te refined taste. 
They were originally copied from the most 
depraved stage dances, such as no decent 
person would practice, even professionally, 
But they certainly are an accepted part of 
the grizzly bear, as it is now and then 
danced. They are not confined to the lowest 
clase of dance halls, either, for reckless 
gayety gets the upper hand of social decorum 
more often than t# generally thought.”

The complete confession of Ortie Me- 
Manigal to Detective Burns, made at the 
time of the arrest of himself and James 
B MeNamera, is given to the public fdr 
the first ime. It deals Sith details of the 
Jobs @earried out under Johy J. McNa- 
mara 's direction, giving dates, E of 
dynamite, and times of explosions. 
McManigal! began working with the McNa- 
maras in June, 1907, and committed various 
crimes under a man whose name he does not 
‘give because he is not under arrest, but who 
is supposed to be the much wanted Caplan. 
This man kept back part of the money that 
was to be given for wrecking bridges and 
factories and after this discovery McManigal 
dealt with John J. McNamara personally, 
coming to this city frequently for corsulta- 
tion and getting the explosive at the Jones 
Stable. where it had been planted, and ir. 
the basement of the Central Life building. 
where McNamara had his office as secretary 
of the International Association of Bridge 
and Structural Iron Workers.

Earl Curzon 
declared that W. Morgan Shuster, the Amer- 
ican treasurer génergl, had shown a woeful 
lack of diplomacy in his dealings with Russia, 
but his actions did not warrant the occupa- 
tion of Persia by the czar's army. The earl 
said he believed that any effort by England 
to acquire Persian . would be re- 
sented by the English people. and that a 
change of administration would be demanded 
in Great Britain. 

It is intimated in official circles here that 
the slowness of the Russian advance on 
Teheran is tntentional. Russia has no de- 
sire to march beyond Kasbin. She wants 
to give Persia time. Should the Russian 
demands be conceded, especially that for the 
dismissal of W. Morgan Shuster, ft is under- 
stood that the Russian government would 
waive her claim for an indemnity.

WAITERS OPPOSED TQ TIPS; 
SEEK A NEW PAYMENT FORM. 


Organization in New York Urges That 
Their Pay Be “Raised. and . of 
Food Advanced. 


New York. Dec. 7.—{Special.]—The tipping 
evil in hotels and restaurants is in for a 
drubbing, this time not at the hands of the 
long suffering public. but at the hands of an 
organization of waiters. The organiza- 
tion is the recently formed International 
Hotel Workers’ union. 

Tipping was taken up at a massmeeting 
held in Lyric hall tonight and was lambasted 
by every speaker. Wat the waiters want. 
at least what those connected with this par- 
ticular union want, is a regular salary and 
possibly a commission on sales of food and 
drink to patrons and a complete abolition of 
tips. 

They say that a salary of $20 a week for 
the best restaurants and hotels with a com- 
mission intended to net a man who did hard 
work about $10 a week more would be about 
right. A raise of 5 per cent in the prices 
charged to patrons, they say, would more 
than recompense the proprietors for the 
difference. 


NATHAN STRAUS DENOUNCES 
FAKE MILK PASTEURIZATION. 


New Yorker Urges American Health 
Association to Stop the Fraudulent 
Use of the Term. 


(BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

HAVANA, Dec. 7,—Records of typhoid fever 
in Washington from “ commercially pas- 
teurized milk and of an epidemic of sore 
throat in Boston from inspected raw milk 
were submitted today to the American Pub- 
lic Health association by Nathan Straus of 
New York. 

He urged the association +o insist upon 
efficient pasteurization and to put a stop to 
the fraudulent use ot the term on milk that 
had merely been heated by the flash process. 
To Mustra te one of the things necessary to 
prevent disease Mr. Straus said: 

In Washington, a month after the clos. 
ing ‘of my laboratory, one of the children, 
2% years old, who had thrived on pasteurized 
milk, was taken ill with typhoid fever. In- 
vestigation showed that the child had been 
red on milk supplied by a dealer and labeled 
* pasteurized.’ 

“About twenty other cases developed 
among the customers of this milkman. The 
milk, of course. had not been pasteurized. It 
had merely been heated for an instant by the 
flash process, called commercial pasteuriza- 
tion,’ against which I issued a warning four 
years ago denouncing the process as a fraud 
and a snare. 
and a snare.’’

On ar- 
rival at the camp the troops defiled past 
the imperial carriage, receptions followed, 
and the king-emperor was presented with a 
brief address of welcome, to which he re- 
plied in a few words.

ture have been eridankered, if not entirely 
destroyed, by his lack of tac and diplomacy. 
More than this, his deficiencies in these 
two parti qualities wem likely to cost 
Persia the remaining vestige of its 
dependence and to reduce the former em 
of the so-called King of Kings to the re 
of ordinary Russian and British oriental 
provinces. 


Morgan Shuster, * stalking up his duties 
as treasifet general At Teheran, within a 
few weeks only after his appointment and 
without having Aa, studied the Per- 
sian situation, Which e 60 Intricate and in- 
volved that it would take Wig months, 
combined with a thorough knowledge of 
the language and character of the people, 
to master, did not appreciate the fact that 
one-half of Persia was under Muscovite pro- 
tection and the other moiety under the pro- 
tection of England. It was, in fact, owing 
to these two great Evropean powers that 
Persia was indebted for the continuance 
of its national existence instead of being 
reduced to anarchy and ‘chaotic tribal war- 
fare. 

He made the mistake of ignoring the ex- 
istence of these two protectorates, which, 
while burdening the protecting power with 
certain r ties, likewite endowed 
them with privileges above other foreign 
states, and; at the same é, gavé them 
a claim to spécial consideration as well as 
a voice In the methods of administration. 
He chose to regard Persia as a completely 


independent nation, and that he was no more 


bound to consider the recommendations of 
England and Russia than those of France, 
Germany, or the United States. ; 

He absolutely denied the pretensions of 
Russia ahd Great Britain to be treated as 
protecting powers on the ground that their 
position as such had never been sanctioned 
by the national legislature of Persia, 


Naturally this has been bitterly resented by 
Russia, whose officiais.in Asia are some- 
what more heavily handed and less patient 
than their British colleagues, quicker, in- 
ceed, to punish anything that they look 
upon as oriental Insolence. And when, to 
cap matters, he took upon himself to ap- 
point Englishmen instead of Russians to in- 
@pectorships of revenue and taxes in the 
Russian sphere of Persia, and Englishmen, 
moreover, who Were distasteful to the Brit- 
ish legation at Teheran and to the British

OBJECTIONS TO INITIATIVE. 

Chicago, Dec. 6.—[{Editor of the Tribune. ]— 
Two objections have recently been offered fo 
the initiative in legislation. One is that the 
machinery of the initiative is too easily set 
in motion; and the other is that when started 
it is not readily controlled. The knswer to 
the first objection is: that the preliminary 
steps will not be taken unless there ts a ge- 
eral interest in the subject, attracting signa- 
tures to the petitions and funds to defray 
necessary expenses. In Illinois such a peti- 
tion would require about 100,000 signatures 
and cost for printing, postage etc., from 
$2,000 to $4,000 In Oregon and in other states 
where the initiative. prevails, several At- 
tempts to obtain the required number of 
signatures to place the propositions on the 
ballot have failed, either through lack of in- 
terest or because of expense. 

The second objection, as to control of ma- 
chinéry, has a complete answer in the fact 
that the decision as to measures proposed 
rests with the voters at the polls. At the 
election last year in Oregon there were thirty- 
two propositions submitted to the voter’. Of 
these six were referred to the people by the 
legislature, twenty-five by initiative peu 
tions, and one by referendum petition. At 
the election twenty-three of the propositions 
were rejected by the voters, and nine only 
received their approval. 

The initiative i like a motion made M a 
parliamentary body, if not desired it will be 
rejected when it comes to a vote.

Economical Housekeeping 
BY JANE EDDINGTON. | 


One, Two, Three, Four Cake. 


ITH a given dough it is possible to 

make a good many fancy cakes, We 

may use a portion of it before the 

maximum amount of flour has been 

added, with fruit and nuts for drop 
cakes. We may pat some of the dough out 
with our hands, adding what we choose, and 
frosting our little cakes with sugar. We may 
roll out our dough, cut it with different shaped 
cutters and decorate it in various ways with 
fruits, nuts, sugars—white and colored— 
candles, and perhapsc cardamon or caraway 
seeds, 

It requires deft fingers and experience to 
handle a dough at different stages of stiffness, 
but it takes no great amount of practice to 
win this deftness if one is greatly interested 
in the work. Cakes are often the first thing 
a girl iearns to make and bake and it prob- 
ably takes less time to become quite a good 
cakemaker than it does to become almost any 
kind of a cook in other lines, although much 
depends upon the individual, 

It is not necessary to buy a great number 
of utensils in order to secure variety in the 
making of little cakes, although most of the 
fancy cutters are quite inexpensive and handy 
to have. 

Patterns for stencils, like those the children 
make in school, may be most quickly cut out 
by folding a piece of paper once or twice each 
way, then clipping and notching this how you 
will. When you want to decorate a little cake 
with different colored sugars and in fancy 
patterns these are just the thing. 
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One variation of the old One, Two, Three, 
Four cake makes what is essentially a rich 
dough for little cakes, This is: One cup of 
butter, two cups of sugar, three eggs, four 
cups of flour. But very good doughs are 
made with fewer eggs or none at all—with 
sour milk and soda—some other moisture tak- 
ing the place of the egg and with baking 
powdr to supply another quality of the egg. 

This one, two, three, four recipe is a great 
favorite with one of the deans of American 
cookery. I think she has told me that she 
has varied it in twenty ways, that is, to make 
twenty different kinds of cakes with it. She, 
by the way, is one of the peopie earnestly 
trying to get at the fundamental principles of 
cookery, and to group a great number of 
varied recipes or formulas in. a few general 
divisions. In her lectures and demonstrations 
she rarely gives a recipe, but starting out with 
a certain number of ingredients—part of them 
the foundation materials and/part season'ngs 
and garnishings—she likes to show how many 
different effects may be secured with these,’ 


a 


It is especially valuable to one cooking in 
a small way to take a recipe which it is not 
easy to divide by two or three and when the’ 
materials are put together to divide the whole 
into parts, treating one one way and another 
another. One small recipe for little cakes will 
go so far that it is much more interesting to 
treat half the dough in one way and the other 
half in several ways if we so choose. It is 
often economical, too, 

This famous cook and teacher takes this 
particular one, two, three, four recipe with 
the egg and flour number inverted— three 
eggs, four cups of flour—and before she has 
added all the flour she takes out some of the 
dough and makes drop cakes of it. adding 
fruit or nuts or both. Again when more flour 
has been added but not the entire 
and when the dough is not quite firm enough 
to roll, she makes some of it intd little balls 
with her hands, flattening them on the pan 
with the under surface of a smooth tin cup. 
Or she chills some of the dough «t this stage, 
after which it will roll easily and make a 
much richer cake than 2 oro nour has 
been worked in.

The Rev. Hendy Scotford. gray haired pas- 
tor of the Hamilton Park Congregational!

acquitted of a charge of detrauding through 
the mails by a jury in Judge Landis’ branch 
2 the United States District court yester- 

ay. 

The minister has occupied a pulpit in 
Chicago for the last thirty years. He 
was arrested several months ago after the 
offices of the National Patent and Invest- 
ment company, 184 La Salle street. were 


raided by agents of the department of jus- 
tice. He was charged as proprietor of the 
business with exacting fees from friventors 
by the use of the mails without rendering 
any service. 

On the witness stand the Rev. Mr. Scotford 
declared that he had intended to defraud 
no one.

“I was running a little magazine 
and soliciting subscriptions and running the 
patent business at the same time. 

I bought out the Patent business to make 
enough money to build a nice little church: 
for my congregation, send my boys through 
college, and earn subsistence for my family. 
But I attempted too much: I was aware of 
no wrong that I was doing.” 

The jury returned a verdict of not guilty 
three minutes after it was charged by Judge 
Landis, whose instructions leaned toward a 
fav orable verdict.

Washington, D. C., Dec. 7.—The ramifica- 
tions of the sugar trust investigation by the 
house committee took it into the war bet ween 
the sugar beet growers of Colorado and the 
Great Western Sugar company today. Wit- 
nesses for the farmers insisted that the farm- 
ers were not getting their share of the profits. 

James Bodkin of Mead, Colo., bitterly de- 
nounced the sugar refinery and its methods. 

He refused to retract statements previously 
made that the cheapest kind of labor was 
transported from the slums of the cities to the 
fields. 

E. W. Coombs of Fort Morgan, Colo., urged 
retention of the tariff. 

„Keep the tariff on and protect us from 
the interests, said he, and I will double 
the number of aur refineries in Colorado 
in three years.” 

Mr. Coombs described the methods by 
which the sugar refineries stifle competi- 
tion. He told of oné independent refinery 
which failed because of lack of capital. caused 
by the failure of a sugar company official 
to advance money he had promised.
